to the will of thoſe that would * reioyce in his 
ruine: this is much more.

But to haue it laſt and continue fo for a long 
time together , what a daunting and diſmaying 
mult it needs be to that ſoule, that ſhall eſteeme ir 
ſelfe in a manner to lie ſo long in hell, and to hauc 
in ſome ſort an hell ſo long here out of hell, where 
it had a kinde of heauen before ?

might breake an heart of ſtone or ftcele, that might 
entorce the forlorne ſoule to linke done vnder 
the heauy burden and vnſupportabfe weight of it, 
overwhelmed with horror,and ſwallowed vp with 
deſpaire, 
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deſpaite, were there not fomewhat elſe (euen * an 
hand of God hinaſelfe) to ſupport and vphold it. 


And yet was this,as we ſee here, Dans eſtate 
at the preſent.

In like manner, ſome God thus forgetteth in- 
deed. ( As * they forget him; ſo hee forgerteth 
them.) * Call the Childe Loruchamab, ſaith God 
to Hoſhea z for 1 will haue no more mercie on the 
houſe of 1ſrael ; but (as the Yulgar Latine hath it) 
m 1 will viterly forget them : or rather ( atter the 
Originally * 7 will nexer forgiue them : but * be- 
cauſe they hage forgotten the Law of their God, 1 
will forget tbem; when 1 haut viſited their waies on 
them, and rewarded them for their deeds, ? God 
threatneth, ( ſaith Ruffine ) both to remember to 
damne them, and to forget eer to (hew mercy wpon 
them, when he hath once condemned them. Some he 

ſeemeth to forget, when he doth not. 4 Hee nee- 
lefteth not the goaly, no not when hee neolefteth 
them: Yea, © hee remembreth them then bel}, 
when he ſcemeth leaſt to regard them, when he 
ſeemeth moſt of all to torger them. T hough the 
wicked, when he hath his will on the poore,thin- 
*keth that * God hath forgotten them, and doth not 
at all minde them ; yet * the poore, ſaith the Pſal- 
m7, ſhall not alwaies be forgotten; nor the hope of 
the afflicted periſh for ener. But * God when he 
maketh mquiſition for bloud, will make it appeare 
'then that hee remembreth them, and that hee doth 
not forget the poore mans complaint , nor will euer 
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faile any of thoſe that * ſeeke to him and truſt in him. 
And ? though Zion complaine that her Godhad 


forgotten her; yetthe Lordrelleth her, and aſlu- 


reth her that euen then * hee had her « freſh in 
minde, as if ſhee were * written pon his bands, 
and her preſent ejtate was neuer out of his eye : yea 
that he could no more forget her,than a woman could 
her childe,or than the kindelt and tendereſt © - 
ther thatis the fruit of her owne wombe. 

But why doth God, may ſonic ſay,then deale 
thus ſtrangely with his deare ones; and by ſee- 
ming not to regard them, yea by ſeeming to re- 
ie them, ſuffer them tro be in ſo wotull and rue- 
tull an eſtate, that they are in a manner like per- 
ſons vtrerly forlorne for the preſent ? 

I anſwer : God doth this for diuers ends ; 
whereof theſe are ſome of the principall. 

Firſt, * co trie their ſinceritie, their confidence 
in God,their conſtancie with God, whether their 
hearts be (1ncere toward him, and: vpright with 
him, orno.z whether they will xeepe conſtantly 
in Gods wajes, though God ſceme to- neglect 
them, or ſeeketo indiret courſes, becauſe God 
ſeemeth not to regard them. * God left He7e- 
kiah, ſaith the holy Ghoſt, to tr1e him and to know, 
thatis, * to make knowne, what was in hu heart. 
And © the Lord tempteth you, ſaith Meſes to the 
Iſraelites, to humble you, ans to proue- you, and to 
know what i in your heart, whether you loue him 
heartily, and will conſtantly keepe his Commandce- 
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ments or uo. As a Father will ſometimes croſle 
his Sonne, to trie the Childes diſpolition, to ſee 
how he will take it, whether he will mutter and 
grumbleat it,and grow hamorous and waiward, 
negle& his dutie to his Father, becauſe his Fa- 
ther ſeemeth to negle him, or make offer to 
runne away and withdraw himſelte from his Fa- 
thers obedience, becauſe he {cemeth to cary him- 
ſelfe harſhly and roughly coward him, and to 
prouoke him thereunto : So doth God likewiſe 
oft-times croſle his children, and ſeemeth to 
neglect them, to trie their diſpoſition, what met- 
tall they are made of, how they ſtand afteRed to- 
ward him: whether they will negle& God, be- 
cauſe God ſeemeth to negle&them, forbeareto 
ſerue him, becauſe hee ſeemeth to forget them, 
ceaſe to depend vpon him, becauſe hee ſeemeth 
not to looke after them, to prouide for them, or 
£0 protect them : like /orams prophane Purſe- 
'uant; * Thi exill, ſaith hee, is of God; aud why 
(ould 1 depend then on God any longer? Or whe- 
ther they will ſtill conſtantly cleaue to him, 
though he ſeeme not to regard them, nor to haue 
any care of them ; and ſay with Eſay; © Tet will 
1 wait won God, though hee haue hid his face from 
Vs, and 1 will looke for him though be looke not on 
Vs; for * they are all bleſſed that wait on bim; 
and he will not faile in due time toſhew mercy wnto 
all them, that doe fo conſtanily wait on him. As 
5 Saxmwel dealt with Saul ; he kept away till the 
laſt houre, to ſee what Sau! would doe, when 
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doth God with his Saints,and with thoſe that be 
in league with him ; hee withdraweth himſelfe 
ofr, and * keepeth aloofe off tora long time to- 
gether,totrie what they will doe,and what cour- 
les they will cake, when * God ſeemeth to break 
with them, and to leave themin the ſuds, as we 
ſay, amids many difficulties much perplexed, as 
it was with Dav 1p atthis time. 

Thus was Sauls hypocriſie diſcovered. Hee 
would ſeeme to depend on God ; and * ſought 
to him in his troubles and asked aduice of him. 
But when God ſeemed to neglect him, and gaue 
him no anſ{wer,neither by dreame,nor vilton,nor 
by Y/rim and Thummim, neither by Prophet, nor 
by Prie#, then left he God and ſought to the 
Sorcereſle,and by the Sorcereſle to Satay, 

Where a queſtion may be moued, how that is 
true that the Holy Ghoſt ſaith elſe-where, that 
1 Saul did not at all aske counlell of God. ® Sanl 
asked counſell of God, ſaith one place ; but the- 
Lord gaue him no anſwer : And, * Thus died Saul 
in his ſinne, ſaith another place, which he ſinned, 
in that he asked counſel of a Witch, and asked not 
of God; and therefore the Lord flew him. 

But the anſwer isealie; and may be returned 
in two Rules of the Cinill Law. 

I. * That & wot deemed done, that is not ſincere- 
ly done ; or ? that s not done ſo as it ſhanld. God 
accounteth that as not done, that is notdone 10 
finceritie. Take it by the like: Iris ſaid of the 
idolatrous Heathen that were placed in Samaria, 
that 4 they feared the Lord, and yet ſerued their 
awne

ſincere ſeeking. * The Lord is neere to all that call on 
hims, bus that call os bins in ſinceritie, And *, The 
true wor(bippers are ſuch as worſhip in Spirit. and 
Truth, But * pe conmerfeit coine will go tor car- 
rant with him. 

That 6s n0t done, that holdeth not out, that 
keepeth mot firme. * There is nothing ſaid to be dope, 
as long as ought us yet undone ; Perieueranceis all

He was never a true friend, that euer ceaſeth to 
be a friend, that is nota friend alwales, that lo- 
ueth not in adnerlitie, as well as in proſperitie, 
nor is content to-take part with hin, whom hee 
ſeemeth to-louc in either : So-he neger truly tru- 
ſted in God, that eyer cealeth to depend vpon 
him, that daxeth not truſt God as well at fea as 
on landas well in aduerlitie as in proſperity,that 
is readig toleaue and giue ouerrelying on God, 
ſo ſoone as God leaueth-in ourward thew at leaſt 
to looke after him. 

On the gther lide, thus was 7obs ſinceridie ap- 
proued, * 1H4»y, faith he to God, 4og/t chew hide 
thy face away fromme? and carrieſt thy ſelfe as an 
enemie towards me ? Surely tor no other end, lov,

D a v 10, 
no doubt, was perteRly reconciled in heart to 
him, and counted it no ſmall crofle that he muſt 
thus be depriued of him z but knowing 4bſoloms 
diſpoſition, how ſoone he might be returning to 
ſome ſuch like praQiſe, if hee were ſodainely ta- 
ken into grace againe, was content to enforce 
himſelfe to this harſh and vnplealing cariage 
towards him, ( vnplealing, I ſay, as well to

After 
that foule abuſe of Bath/hebs, and the murther 
of Yriah, albeit * Day 1 » had to Nathan free- 
ly confeſſed his offence, and Nathan from God 
apaineaſſured him of the free and full forgine- 
neſle of it; The Lord hath taken away thy ſinne, 
thow ſhalt not die for it : Yet the Lord, the more 
throughly tro humble him for it, and to make 
him the more wary for the time tocome of ſhun- 
ning that that might produce againe ſuch feare- 
full effe&s, * did not looke vpon him ſo louing- 
ly fora long time after, as before he had wont to 
doe. Reade but the P/alme that hee made after 
Nathan had beene with him ; and ſee how ear- 
neſtly and inſtantly hee crieth and calleth vpon 
God ſtill, ® to turne his face away from his fine, 
and to looke in mercy pon himſelfe, not tocaft him. 
wholly out of his fizht, nor to take his good Spirit wt- 
terly away from bim,to reflore vntohim againe thoſe 
inward comforts and toyes, which © through the 
liabt of Gods countenance hee had formerly en- 
igyed, but had in a manner cleane loſt, and was 
wholly depriued of for the preſent. Andin like 
manner doth God deale with many other of his

wot fat to take the childrens bread, and tacaſl it ta 
Dozs.. But ? thoſe ſpeeches were bur as blaſts 
of the belawes, not to blow out, but to blow vp 
the fite of her faith; and ro-make it ſo roblazz, as 
{hould aſtoniſh thoſe thar ſaw it. And * ir is 4 
diſimulation, auth Bernard, not an indignation, 4 
concealement of affection, no abatement of loue, that 
Chrift in the Canticles oft withdraweth and hi- 
deth himſelte from his dearely beloned, and 1s 
not found of her, nor returnerh to her, ſo lyvone 
as (hee calleth ; ic is bur ro execcite herloueto 1n- 
flame her affetion, to make her more eager in 
ſeeking vpand downe after him. 

Hee doth as a tarher that hath a ſonne at the 
Vmuerlicie, who though hee vnderitand, by his 
Tucox or! ſome other 'triends, of his wants, yet 
willnar take notice of th2m, till from his ſonne 
himſelte hee heare of them, ' Let him write, (aich 
hee, himſelfe for them; and it may be hee (hall 
writetwicetoo before he haue what he delireth ;

perceiving that the childe beginneth to negle& 
her, withdraweth her lelfe altde, and keepeth 
ſome-while out of fight, yea and letteth the 
childe,ic may be,crie a gocdere {he come againe 
to it, to make ir grow more fond on her, when 
it hath beene afraid of loling her: So Da v1 od, 


when * in his proſperitic hee began to preſume * 


more than was meet on Gods fauour, and to 
orow fomewhar retchlelle in thatregard, as it 
God were now ſo hirme to him,that he were ſure 
ncuer to loſe him, nor to haue the eftets and 
fruits of it euer withdrawne trom him, albeit he 
were not altogether ſo caretu!l ro vie all good 
meanesto'retaine it, as formerly hee had beene. 
© Thou turned, ſaith hee, thy face ſromme : and 
then being ſore troubled, he lought earneſtly with 
ſtrong cries and ſalt teares, to recouer and regain 
apaine the ſenſe of Gods favour, which by his 
owne neglect he thus had loſt, Or * asa Father, 


faith one, that holding an Apple in his hand, ; 


which the childe would faine haue, letteth him 
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toile and tug at ic, and with much adoe vnlooſe 
finger after tinger, yea, and it may be,whine and 
crie heartily ere hee come by it: So doth God 
many times with vs, to make vs * wre/tle with 
him, and as ® 7acob ſometime by intention and 
eagerneſle of prayer wring fauour away from 
him ; and as * the poore Widow did by thewniuſt 
ledge, euen by our importunitie ouercome him, 
Oras * our Sauiour Chri# dealt with the two 
Diſciples, when he made as though he would goe 
further, though he meant not to leaue them, to 
make them the more inſtant on him, to preſle 
himto ſtay with them : So doth 9 God many 
times make as though hee were leauing, or 
had left vs, to incite vs to a more feruent 
and inſtant vſage of all holy meanes, whereby 
wee may either keepe his fauour with vs, while 
wee yet haue it, or fetch it againe when. it is 
gone. 

Seuenthly,God doththus * to commend tows 
hi mercie, to teach vs to make more account of 
his fauour, when by the want of it wee haue felt 
what a bitter thing it is to be withoutit, and af- 
terlong miſle of it, come to re-enioy it againe. 
* The preſent euill is ener the preateft : and the fit 
we felt laſt ſeemeth vſually the ſharpeſt. But the 
preſent good is deemed commonly the leaſt;and 
t that that goeth from ws better, than that that abi- 
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deth by vs: andalbeit ** the departure of ought 
from vs, make it neuera whit the better, yer any 
good thing ſeemeth betrer whenitis going, and 
better yet when it 15 gone, than itdid whileeither 
there was yetno feare of loltng it, or it had not 
yetleft vs. | We neuer wnder/tand the worth of 
any thing ſo well, as by the want of it. * The 
eie cannot ſo well iudge of an obieR, if it be {i- 
ted too neere it; nor t if it be continually with- 
out any intermiſhon in the eye. ® The conti- 
nued and continuall enioyment of the belt 
things, yea and of thole that beſt pleaſe vs, 
though not alwaies the beſt indeed, without in- 
termiſhon orenter-change, is wont to breed, 
not a ſurfer, yet a glut anda ſatietie, that ſo dul- 
leth the ſoules apperice, that it maketh vs as leſle 
apprehenſiue of, ſo * leſle afteRted with the be- 
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neficthat weenioy in them, ® Health is neuer 
knowne what a jewell iris, till by (ickneſle wee 
haue beene ſometime depriued of it. Nor doe 
Gods children know [o wel, what a bleſſing they 
haue of the ſenſe of Gods fauour, till by ſome 
ſpiricuall deſertion they haue been a while beret 
of it. Butas ? health is better eſteemed, when 
wee haue beene licke ſome time : and 4 hire is 
more comfortable when wee have beene 2 while 
inthe cold: and * our meat is then belt relithed, 
when we haue faſted longer than ordinary : and 
reſtis moit delighttull, when we haue beenc toi- 
led and are tired : and * libertie is more welcome 
when we haue beene ſome time reſtrained of it, 
than when without interruption we haue con- 
ſtantly retained ic: So Gods tauourable aſpett is 
much more acceptable and comfortable, when 
* the ſun-thine of his fauour beginneth to break? 
forch againe,atter ſome black and bitter tempelts 
and ſtormes of his wrath ; eſpecially when they 
haue been of long continuance ,and much paines 
hath beene taken for the recouery of it againe. 
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* Things long looked for are moſt welcome,when * Peſiderata magis 
they come at the lalt : And that is commonly ſwee. 37% 7% ej 
zeſt, that is gotten with moſt ſweat. * Samuel was now. Aug, de 
the dearer to 4a, becauſe [hee had ſtayed long 3929%5- 
for him, and by earneſt ſuit at length obtained TR 
him, when {hee was almoſt out of hope of him. 

So was * Johs Baptiſt to his Parents, who had * £41-713,14- 
long ſought him of God, and were vouchſated , g,,;;.1, & 
him in their latter yeeres, ? /acobloued Beniamin, 44.20,39.

plentitull ſhowres thac *Gods f{a2ons [ſhed downe 
vpon vs the whole yeere before. Oh, faith D a- 
v 1D, when he had ſome ſpace of time found a 
reſtraint of Gods fauour, that before he had en- 
toyed, now if God would vouchſate to looke 
louingly vpon him, and reſtore him the wonted 
ſight and ſenſe of his fauour againe, © he wonld 


teach ſinners Gods wayes, and his moath ſhould ſet + 
fort! Gods praiſe, and he would offer wp to God any 


tning,that hz ſhould deſire and wonld accept of. And 
tor this cauſe, no doubr, among others , doth 
God make vs many times fue long for it, and 
cry with Dav iv, owlonz, Lord? betore it 
doe come; to make it more welcome to vs, 
and vs more thanktull for it when it doth 
come, 

Laitly, he doth fo, f to make ws the more care- 


full tokeepe his fauonr, and the ſenſe of it, when we 


haueit,and the more warie to ſHunne and auoid 
all ſuch courſes , where>y wee may ci:her Joſe 
it or hazard the lolle of it: © when wee ſhall 
hnde by wofull experience , that being once 
gone, it is not viually ſo catlily recalled or re- 
couered, | 

That 
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8 That that is hardly earned, i wont to be more 
carefully kepe. A man will notin haſte or vnad- 
uiſedly ſpend his penny, that hee hath laboured 
bard and cakea much paines for z eſpecially it he 
know not how to get ſo much againe, bur with 
the like dificulrie when thar is gone : But /zghily 
come,we lay,and lightly gone;young Gallants that 
neuer knew what the getting of money meant, 
2re readie when they come toit, to let all flie a- 
broad,as it they could haue it againe with a wiſh 
ora word, when they would. It God,when (for 
juſt cauſes beſt knowne to himſelte, and for the 
moſt part for euill deſert and bad demeanure on 
our part) he bath turned his face away from vs, 
and carried himſelte (trangely toward vs, hee 
ſhould by and by ſodainly vpon the firſt and 
leaſt bend of our hamme, or formall ſob, or ſu- 
perficiall (1gh, or a forced teare or twaine, or 
ſame faint and heartleſle prayer turne it againe 
toward vs, and looke kindly againe on vs; * it 
isto be feared that euen the belt of vs would be 
ouer-much careleſle of retaining it when we had 
it. But now when wee ſhall hnde by wotull and 
dreadfull experience in the bitternelle of our ſpi- 
rits, that Gods face being once clouded toward 
vs, or turned from vs, it muit, or may ar leaſt 
colt vs many a deepe ligh, and a falr teare, long 
looking,and much longing, euen * till aur heart 
faint, and our eyes faile, much anguilh of minde 
and perplexitie of ſpirit,much ftriuing and ſtrug- 
ling with our owne corruptionand weakneſle, 
and much ſtraining and wreſtling by earneſt ſuic 
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and ſupplication, by faſting and inſtancie of 
prayer,ere we can come to preuaile {o farre with 
God, as to haue thoſe thicke clouds of his wrath 
diſpelled, and that loving and amiadle aſpeR of 
his vouchſafed vs againe ; this cannot bur make 
vs (if we be not deſperately retchleſle)exceeding 
carefull of all good courſes that may keepe and 
retaine it with vs, when we haue it, and no lefle 
fearefull of ought that may againe eſtrangeir a- 
he Spoule in the Cantitles, when 
after long ſearch, with much adoe, ſhce had ar 
length lighted on her beloued, * whom by her 
__ of him, ſhee had vnaduiſedly giuen oc- 
calton to withdraw himſelte from her : * 7 rooke 
hold on him, (aith (hee, and 1 will not let him goe 
acaine, And, * Turne away from thy wrath, lay 
the people of God to God inthe Plalme, and 
Let thy face (hine forth once againe onVs : and then 
will we neuer goe backe from thee againe, nor giue 
thee the like cauſe ro turne thy tace againe 
from vs. 

And thus you ſee both in what ſenſe God is 
ſaid to hide his face from his, and for a long time 
oft ( as both to themſelues and to others lee- 
meth) to forget them ; asalſo for what cauſes he 
is wont ſo to doe, 

Now henceler vs learne then : 

Firſt, That we take heed how we cenfure men 
as forth of Gods fauour, in regard of any out- 
ward aftlitions,yeaor inward deſertions,though 
they be great and grieuous, long and tedious, 
ſticking clole by them without removall or 
amendment, 
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amendment, producing in them many hideous 
and fearefull effets, !o that inthe eyes of the 
world, as well th:mſelues as others, God may 
ſeeme to haue calt chem off vtterly, and to haue 
forgotten them for euer. It hath been the ſtate of 
Gods beſt Saints, of his deareſt Children, of his 
faithfulleſt Seruants, yea of the only Sonne him- 
ſelfe, * the Saint of Saints, when he bare the bur- 
den of our finnes. Sothar,as D a v 1 v ſpeaketh, 
* if we ſhould ſo deeme, if welhould goe by this 
rule, and thereby iudge of mens eltates,we /hould 
condemne,not Gods only Sonne only,which ® ſome 
ſometime did, as forth of Gods tauour, bur the 
whole progemie of Goas children, the who!e race of 
the righteous, whoſe Lotand Portion it hath oft 
beene to be in this wofull condition, and ? to 
drinke of this bitter cup, that 4 Chriſt their head 
began to them ; and to palle * this ſharpe trial, 
this- fiery and bloudie © baptiſme, that * their Sa- 
uidur'paſt before them. 

If wecannot ſee how ſuch courſes may ftand 
with Gods loue : we muſt remember that * Gods 
waies, and his workes, and dealings with his, are 
wouderfull and vnſearchable, tar aboue our reach, 
and ſuch as weare notable to comprehend. For 
* my wales, ſaith he, are not as your Waies, ner my 
thoughts as your thoughts, But looke how farre the 
heauen ts higher than the earth, ſs far are my wates 
aboue your waits , and my thoughts 4boue your 
thoughts. 

And yet may we in ſome {ort even by humane 
courſes conceiue, how ſuch things as thele are, 

F 1 may 
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may well tand euen with the greateſt loue. For 
! God,as the Heathen man well obſcrueth,hath 
as well a fatberly diſcretion,as a motherly affedtion, 
Hisloue is not a foolith and an vadiſcrect loue, 
ſuch as many fond mothers haue, but a wiſe, a 
diſcreet,a * iudicious loue, ſuch as wiſe and pru- 
dent parents haue, He {o loueth his children,as 
he hath a care of their good ; and diſpoſeth ard 
adminiſtreth all chings ſoas may be tor it. A fond 
mother would haue her ſonne alwaies by ker 
_ willat home with her, and never out of her 
tght; would haue him croſſed. in nothing, but 
let him baue his will in euery thing, though it be 
to his owne euill. Bur the wiſe parent driueth 
him out at doores,fendeth him forth to ſchoole, 
bindeth him apprentice, ic may be, or boordeth 
him abroad, where hee ſeeth him but ſeldome, 
breaketh him oft of bis will, frowneth on him 
and correReth him when he doth otherwiſe than 
well; and yet * loueth he him no leſſe than the 
fond mother doth, yea * he doth all chat he doth 
in this kinde out of loue. 
Againe, further ic may ſtand well with ſuch a 
fachers loue,not to corre his child only for his 
faults, when he doch amille, bur, when ſome dil- 
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eaſe (hall require ir, © to hire the Surgion to cut 
him, and to leaus him faſt bound in his hands, 
and eicher to withdraw himſelfe, while the thing 
is a doing, or if he beby, to refuſe ro vnbinde 
him,or to doe ought for him, when being in feare 
or in paine he {hall cry and call vpon him to ſtay 
the Surgions hand, or ro helpe to vnrie him. 
« Nor would the Surgion himlelfe, were he to 


cure or cut his owne childe, vie a blunter launcet © 


inthe cutting of him,or not cut him ſo much, or 
ſo deepe, the diſeaſe requiring it, as he would 
dqge with ameere ſtranger. 

And why may it not ſtand then with the loue 
of God to deale thus harſhly and ſharply with 
his deareſt children, when either their outward 
evill courſes, or their inward corruptions, by 
way either of correQton, or of cure, (and yer 
whatis © correRton it ſelfe but a kinde of cure ?) 
ſhall require ir? Hee may Joue them no leile, 
though he hide himſelfe from them, than! the 
nurſe, or the mother dorh her childe, when thee 
hideth her ſelfe a while from it, and yetto. ſave 
her owne lite, would be fnll loth to loſe or to 
leauc it. Not to adde; thar the courles that God 
vſeth in this kinde, arcoft-times fas welt exer- 


ciſes for thoſe that bee in health and goody 


plight for the preſenr, as Phy/iche for thoſe thar 


be crafie and {icke, farpriſed with ſome deadly ' 


or dangerous difea le. 

Secondly, This may be a warning to Gods 
children, ro take heed how rhey rake kiberrie 
to ſinge vpon affurance of Gods fauour,, and 
preſumption 
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preſumption of his goodneſle and fatherly lo. 
uing kindneſſe. For chough God doeloue vs, yer 
 Pſal.8g.3, 31, he doateth not on vs. $ If we carry our ſelues 

3234 © 99-8. fucily or ſtubbornly towards him, he will not 
beare it ; it wetake bad courſes, he will noten- 
dureit. He will not ſuffer vs through his forbea- 
rance of vs to be hardened in euill : butby ſome 
meanes or other he wil be ſure to bring vs home 
apaine,if at leaſt we belong to him and to his ele. 
Aion of lone, Andthough he caſt vs nor off vt 
terly, though he damne vs not eternally ; yer he 
may ſo ſeeme to forget vs, 1o eftrange himſelf 
from vs, ſo withdraw and with-hold trom vs the 
light of his countenance, that the bright beames 
ot his fauour may neuer {hine forth again on vs, 
as formerly they haue done, ſo longas wee live, 
and ſo may we come to haue not a purgatorie, 
but a very hell in our ſoules while wee liue here, 
® poedrooping and dwindling, diſtreſſed, diltra- 
Red and deieted all ourlite long, and be in little 
better caſe for the time than the reprobate ott 
are, yea than the very deuils and damned ſoules 


in hell theraſelues. Though weeſca 


with our 


lines, yet the cure may be fo coſtly, and the 
courſe of Phylicke and Surgery that God ſhall 


ewith vs, may be ſo harih and vnpleaſant, 


_ may put vs to thoſe bitter pangs, and vnſuppot- 
table paines, that it may make vs curſe the day 
that euer wee did wittingly and willingly that 
that might prouoke ſuch a wrath,or require ſuch 
acure,and with a thouſand and a thouſand times 


that we had beene, not faſt aſleepe in our beds, 


but 
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_ dead and buried in our graues when wee 
did it. 

Itis a vaine thii,g therefore for any man to pre- 
ſume ſo, as to ſay or thimke, God will never [ure 
deale (oromghly with me, though I cary my ſelfe #- 
therwiſe then I owght towards him. Yea it is moſt 
fearefull and dangerous vpon ſuch impious ima- 
ginations to preſume todiſpleaſe & prouokz him 
to wrath, For to omit that * is « 4 note of a mo## 
ungracions diſpoſition for a man therefore to be ewil, 
becauſe God ts good; and to take libertie ro him- 
ſelfe ro wrong God, becauſe God loueth him. 
Art thou dearerto God than D a v 1 Þ was ? Art 
thou deeper in Gods bookes, or higher in his fa- 
uvour than he ? Yer how (harply God dealt with 
bim; how roughly, yea how rigorouſly ( as 
might ſceme to fleſhly reaſon ) he handled him, 
hauing prouoked him to wrath,and incurred his 
diſpleaſure, may appeare by thoſe * Pſalmes 
wherein at large he complaineth ofict. And how 
long it was in theſe caſes ere he could recouer his 
former eſtate of inward comfort and ſenſe of 

race with God againe, appeareth likewiſe by 
bis earnelt ſuit, ſo oft and ſo inſtantly commen- 
ced for it, both here and ' elſe. where. 

Thirdly, The conlideration hereof thould i 
ſtru& vs, not to be vrrerly diſmaid and diſcour 


ged, it cither wee {hall finde and feele our owne 
eſtate, or ſhall ſee and ebſerue the ſtate of 
Gods Church and children to be ſuch as D a- 
vi Ds was at this preſent, and all 1/raels at 0- 


tlicr times. 
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That wee be not daunted and ditheartned, 
though wee meet wich many affiQions and di- 
ſtrattions, as well ® troubles without as terrors 
within, and (hall ſee no (igneof Gods affiſtance, 
but all ſhew rather ot che contrary, the fruits of 
Gods fauour and loue being all withdrawne and 
with-held trom vs, and God ſeeming to carry 
himſclte not as a friend, but ® cs a foe towards ws, 
writing bitter things againſt vs, and ſuffering 
tearetull things to betall vs. But learne, as the 
Prophet #/ay ſpeaketh, ® when we /it tm darknes, 
and haue no light, when we can tinde no light of 
loy without, nor ſparke of comfort within, yet 
euen then ts tr#/ttn the name of the Lord, and to 


ſtay our ſelues von oar God, We mult remember 


thar,as the Apoſtle ſaich, ? We walke by faith,and 
uot by faght : So 4 we line by fatth,uni net by ſenſe. 
Faith goeth not by feelms ; nay it go:th oft avainit 
feeling. Andthis 15the very pitch and height of 
faih, as for a man with Abraham, * aboue hope to 
beleene onatr hope, (0 to belecue all contrary to 
that that wee ſee and tcele, to beleeue thar God 
then loueth vs 4s a kind Fawer,and ! wil be 2 ſure 
Sauiour vato vs, when we feole his hand heauy 
on vs, and hee {cem<erh euen bent to deſtroy vs. 

* We are ſawes by hope, laich the Apoſtle z but 
hoze that ts ſeent is n9 hope. And (0 * we are [a- 
wea by faith; and though this * fb bea kinde

things wnſcene. For a man therefore to belecue 4 /«rar. 4 mw 
that he is in grace with God, when he hath preg- , cm 
nant proofes of Gods fauour, it is a matter ofno Fe nee 
maſtery. But ® to beleene then when he ſeeth not, 144 idet. Aug, de 
yea to belecue it then when he ſceth and feeleth 7,omtts 
all co the contrary in the appreheniton of carnall ſer pots pl 
reaſon, this is the praiſe and commendation of ©" Greg 
faith indeed.

Wee muſt conſider what is or ſhould be the * 2 Pec.1.8.

props, which we are wont ſo much to leane on 
and to truſt to, * not our owne /zght or ſenſe,that * Bia 7 move

viD onto thy ſeruant,wherem thou haſt made me to = drag 
put my truit : That s my comfort in my trouble ;, for cy; © 
thy word putteth life into mee. And, * Thou art my bom-$2. 
ſhelter and my ſhield ; and my truſt is in thy word. \ {nn 
And learne we herein to imitate the earth that we + 2j. 119 . FE 
tread on. Though being a mathe body, it han- * 7/#119-114 
geth in the middelt of che aire, enuironed with 
the heauens, and yet keepeth his place ſtce- 
dily, and neuer ſtirreth an inch from ir, hauing 
no props or ſhores to vphold it, no beames 
or barres to faiten it, nothing to ſtay or elta- 
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truſteth only his pawne, that dare not lend him 
ought but vpon his pawne. And hereby may we 
try and examine the lincerity and the ſoundneſle 
of our faich, what it is indeed that we rely vpon, 
what it is that we truſt ro : If we can ſay,as D a- 
vip here afterward in the {hutring vp of the 


Pſalme, That * we then truit in Gods mercy, and 


expect ſafetie from him, even when hee ſeemeth to 
haue forgotten ts, and to haue hidden his face from. 
ws; if we can then * comfort our ſelues inthe Lord 
our God, whenall other aids and comforts haue 
taken their leaue of vs. 7t i« a feeble faith that can- 
not ſtand without ſtilts, a lame faith that cannot goe 
without crutches. Hereby will appeare whether a 
mans ſtilts beare him vp orno, it hee beable to 
ſtand, when they are taken away from him : if he 
can, it isa {igne he reſted not on them, though he 
made vie ot them if hee cannot, it werethey, 
not his l:gs that vpheld him. And hereby may it 
appeare what our faith and conhdence is foun- 
ded on, whether on Gods word or his pledge, his 
pawne or his promiſe : It when the pledgeor the 
pawne is gone, yet our faith abiderh ſti] arme,it is 
a ſigne that it was fixed on God himſelte,and nor 
on 1t: Butif when iris gone, our faich fallerh ro 
the ground, it is a (1gne that our faith was wholly 
founded on it,not on God or Gods word, which 
abiding (till irme,our faich were it thereon foun- 


ded would continue (tedfaſt with it. For ® Thoſe -- 


that truſt in the Lord, (aith the Pſalmiſt, are as 
Monunt Sion, that ftandeth faſt; and neuer ſtirreth. 
And this is that that we (hould by al! meanes la- 
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bour and {true vnto, that our faith may ® re 
and rely on God himſelfe, and hs infallible and wn- 
faileable word of promiſe, not vpon the outward 
pledges and pawnes of his providence, nor on 
the ordinary efte&ts and fruics of his fauour, that 
{ſo whenthele [hal be withdrawne,yea and with- 
held long, it may be, from vs, ſo that God may 
* #nanzer (eeme to hawe hid hy face from vs, and 
70 haue forgotten vs, which, as we ſee, hath beene 
ott-times the ſtate and condition of Gods chil- 
dren, yer wee may not be dilheartened, but (ce 
* /ipht euen ix darkneſſe, and be able © to di- 
{cerne the ſweet ſunne-ſhine of Gods fauour 
euen thorow the thickeſt clouds of his herceſt 
wrath. 

So likewiſe for the Church of God, when we 
ſhall ſeeit either in generall, or in ſome principal 
parts of it, ſo left vnto the fury and rage of her 
malitious and miſchieuous-minded 2 duetſaries, 
that God feemeth not to regard it, or what be- 
commeth of it, but even ſuffereth them to haue 
their owne will vpon itz in ſo much, that as Gre- 
gory Nazianzen faith of his time, ? Gods former 
proutaence and care of keeping hu Church may ſeeme 
wtterly to faile, and that hee hath ceaſed and gi- 
uen oner to doe for it in theſe daiesas hee had 
wont to doe in former times : yea when we (hall 
ſeeit left in ſuch plight, not fora ſhort ſpace on- 
ly, but tor ſo long a time together (her encmics 
might and malice 2 daily growing more and 
more, and her meanes on the other {ide daily 
more and more failing,and her might and ou 
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daily more and more impaired and impouert 
lhed,) that God may ſeeme cleane to haue for- 
gotten her, and to thinke no more of her, but 
een * to haue caſt her oft tor euer : yet © mult 
we not deſpaire euen then of her preſeruation, 
and of the railing of her vp againe. Bur as /eho- 
ſhaphat in his ſtraights, * hae the eyes of our faith 
fixed upon God, and his word : who hath promi- 
ſed (and * hs promiſe /h4'l neaer faile, or prouc 
falſe) * newer to leane or forſake his, though tor a 
time ! he may ſeeme foto doe. And wee mult 
withall remember that this is no new marter,bur 
the ſame that ofr-times hath befallen the Church 
of God tormerly. That mans extremitie is Gods 
opportnnitie. * 1t u now time for thee, faith D a« 
v 1D, Lora,to put to thy hand, when men haue even 
deſtroyed thy Law. So then is Godstime to helpe 
his Church, when it ſcemeth readie to be de- 
ſroyed and euen vtterly (wallowed vp for cuer. 
Then is the fureſttime tor * the Angel trocall ro 
Abraham to ſtay bis hand, when the knite is euen 
1: 1ſazks throat, and he giuen vp now tor ® dead. 
And then is the ſealonablett time for God to ler 
in foot for thereſcuing of his Church and chil- 
drei1, and the deliuerance of his choſen ones, 
* when the enemies dagger 15 at their very heart, 
and they feeme now giuen vp for gone. As 
* Phxlo ſometime. told his people, That he ws 
verily perſwaded that God would now dve ſome 
thine for them, b:cauſe Canes was fo earmeitly bent 
wainſt them; yea that then Gods helpe is neareſt, 
when mans is furtheſt off. As ic is commonly 
laid, 
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« Vhideſinit Pv- (aid, © Where the Philoſopher. endeth , there the 
4 9g mp Phyſitian beginneth ; and * where the Phyſitian en- 
f Ub d-nit me- deth, there the Diuine beginneth : So 8 where 
dicus, 16s incipit pans aid endeth, there Gods aid beginneth. Deliue- 
5 hs defi hu- rance 1s oft neareſt, when deſtrution ſeemerh 
mann, iy meipic arelt, It is neuer fitter time for God to put to 
00m anx44%4: his helping hand, than when all humane helpes, 
that are wont to be as vailes and curtaines drawn 

betweene our eye and Gods hand, doe vtterly 

b Eſe.e9.14-18. faile: ® Wheniudzement, ſaith che Prophet, was 
turned backe, and Initice fied aloofe off, and Truth 

was fallen in the ftreets and Equitiecould not enter, 

i Non poteft eſſe aud all true dealing failed ; and * by refraining from 
ſaluus,qu non = euill men made themſelues but a prey tothe euill:and 
-— —__ the Lord (aw it, and wondred that no man would 
ftand wp or put forth himſelfe to fland for the truth : 

Then did he himſclfe put in to ſaue by his owne arme, 
and by his inſtice ts ſupport thoſe that were reaaie to 
ſinke. Thenput he on Iudgement as 4 Corſlet, and 
Saluation as an Helmet ; and Vengeance 45 4 Roabe, 
and Wrath a aCloake : to repay the furie of his ads 
uerſaries, and to recompence his enemies, Then, 
faith the Prophet, God did thus : and why not 
till chen ? Surely (to omir all other ends) to get 
himſelfe the more glory. * That they might feare 
the Name of the Lord from the Weſt, and hs glorie 
from the Sunne-riſing ; when with a blaſt of his 
breath, hee ſhould ſuddenly turne the Tide a- 
gaine, and ze Spirit of the Lord ſhould drine back, 
yea and cary away the enemic, that brake in like 4 
flond, had ſurrounded a great part, and was like 
to ouer-flow and ouer-whelmeall. That ? = 
urie, 


nſa.59.19. 
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forie, as the Plalmiſt ſpeaketh , might cwywe to 
Gods glory, when by bis bare rebuke with a word of 
his mouth, both horſe and chariot are cait into 4 
dead ſleepe, and * the troopes of archers are witer- 
ly diſcomfuted, and the remnant of their rage is con- 
trary to expeRation reframed. That ® he may 
be knowne and magnified for 4 mightie God, and 4 
powerfull Proteffor ; when , though the Nations 
rage, and the kingdomes are in (uch 4 commotion, 
that the earth ſeemeth to ſhake withall, and the very 
mountaines to be removed, and ſwallowed wp in the 
ſea; yet be ſuddenly ſtilleth all;breaketb their bowes, 
knappeth their ſpeares aſnnder and burneth w/þ their 
chariots, and by a generall deſolation, and deftruQti- 


on of his enemies, ſetleth ſuch peace the whole , 


world owner, (for the behoofe of his Church, and 


the freer paſſage of his truth) as was * in Aags- © 
ſes time, when ® the Prince of Peace came into 


the world. 

Fourrhly, Let vs learne in theſe caſes to exa- 
mine our f{elues where wee finde ſuch things to 
befall vs, whether we haue not beene or growne 
careleſſe in endeuouring to reraine the fauour of 
God with vs, and to maintaine the worke of his 
Spiritin vs : and ſtrive therein to be more fer- 
uent, wherein formerly wee haue beene {lacke, 
For that is one cauſe why God is wont foto 
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Jeſſe in before, when they were free from ſuch af- 
flictions ; that as 4 watey pent vp in 4 pipe, ſhoo- 
teth vp higher than it would otherwiſe, had it 
ſcope 3nd ſpace to diſperſe it ſelfe ; ſo our 
thoughts and delires that would otherwiſe be 
ſtraying abroad and wandering in the ends of 
the world, being by afflition and anguiſh ſtraits 
ned and reſtrained,might be caried higher to hea- 
uenward, as ©® Noahs 4rke was with the waters 
of the Deluge, and confined vnto him, whom 
they were wandring from before, as * the Chic- 
ken from her damme, till thee be trighted with 
the Kite. 

And this is the vſe therefore that wee ſhould 
make of ſuch deſertions, that we be thereby in- 
cited to ſtriue * to holdthatthe faFer, that wee 
ſeeme in danger toloſe ; that * we ftirre wp our 

ſelnes to take faiter hold on God,as thole that looke 
downe from ſome ſtcepe place, when they feele 
their heads begin ro [wimme,or findethemſelucs 
in danger of falling, are wont to take better hold 
of the raile that may ſtay them ; cling cloſer a- 
bout him, * as the nurſe childe hangeth on the 
nurſe or the mother, when ſhee ſeemeth abour to 
leaue it, or threatens to throw it downe; and as 
the 7 wheele of the water-mill, the more violently 
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the floud drizeth it away from it, the more violently 
doth it ſtill turne againe wpon the ſtreame : So the 
more violently God with both hands ſcemeth 
to thruſt and ſhooue vs away from him, the 
more inſtantly and eagerly ſhould wee enforce 
our ſelues to preſſe vpon him. Since for that cnd 
hedoth it, * not that he deſireth to be rid of vs, 
but that he may not loſe vs, that wee may come 
nearer home to him, abide firmer with him, and 
ſit cloſer by him than formerly wee haue done : 
like the father, that when his ſonne hath ſome 
way diſpleaſed him,biddeth him away,out of his 
fight, (chough hee would be loth hee ſhould ſo 
doe,) not todriue him away indeed,but to make 
him draw nearer to him, and by humble ſubmiſ- 
ſion more earneſtly endeuour to pacifie and ap- 
peaſe his fathers wrath, and ſecke to regaine his 
fauour and good will againe: or like as hee did 
with Moſes, when * he bade him les him alone, 
that he might deſtroy that rebellious and idola- 
trous people z not that Aoſes ſhould ſo let him 
alone indeed, but rather that he might not leaue 
him, but be the more earneſt in ſuit with him on 
his peoples behalfe, and not giue ouer till he had 
obtained his ſuit for them. 

And in like manner ſhould webe afteRed alſo 
in regard of Gods Church, when wee ſhall ſee it 
to be in ſuch eſtate as was formerly obſerued. We 
ſhould make her caſe our owne ; and take occa- 
ſion thereby, to be the more inſtant with God, 
that his face may be turned toit, that ſeemerh 
to be turned from it, and that in mercie and 
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g00dneſſe hee will remember and thinke vpon 
heras his Spouſe, whom now, when ®* [ike a wi- 
dow forlorne and deſolate, ſhee fitteth weeping and 
wailing, he ſeemeth to haue forgotten, and not at 
all ro regard. 

Thus may we obſerue that D a v1 v conclu- 
deth diuers of his P/almes made when he was in 
ſuch eſtare himſelfe, with ſuir and ſupplication 
forthe Church of Godin generall. © 0 be fa- 
wourable, for thy good aan ſake, to Sion ;, awd 
build wp the wals of teruſalem. And, * Deliner 
Iſrael, O Lord, out of all bis troubles. His owne 
preſent condition was a meane to pur him in 
minde of theafflied and diltre{ſed eſtate of 0- 
ther of Gods ſeruants. And the like vie ſhould 
we all make, either of Gods hand on our ſclues, 
or of his dealings in this kinde with his Church 
and children abroad,albeit we our ſelues remaine 
free: © You that are mindful of the Lord, ſaith the 
Prophet, what euer you be, be not ſilent ; be im- 
porcunate with him, and g/ze him po re/ttill he re- 
paire S1ons breaches, and ſet op leruſalem againe to 
be theglory of the world, 

For to this very end doth God oft as it were 
winke, and withdraw himſclfe from his people, 
that wee may with ſtrong cries on all hands a- 
wake and ferch him againe. True it is indeed 
that God is not as Baal, of whom Elias ſome- 
time ſaid to his Prieſts, * Cyie aloud; peraducn- 
tare he ſleepeth, and you muſt wake him. No: 5 he 
that hath the charge of 1ſrael neither ſlumbereth nor 
ſkeeperb, And yethe winketh, if I may ſo nr 
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and ſ:emeth ſometime ro ſleepe, as * o'r Sani- 
ourflept inthe (hip, when his Di{c:ples wers liks 
to haue beene caitaway the whil:t; and he oth 
thus ſlcepe to make vs awake; hee ſeemeth t5 
fleepe, | ro make vs awake out of our ſleepe, 
and crie the louder to wake him out of his ſee- 
ming ſleep. * Yp,LZord.lay they,why ſleepeſt thou ? 
Awake, we beleech thee ; and ſtand not aloofe off 
for ener. Why doſt thou hide thy face away from ws ? 
and forgetteit what miſery ana affliftion we are in? 
As the Diſciples to our Sauiour, when they a- 
woke him out of fleepe ; | Save vs, Maiter : 
= Careſt thou not that wee periſh ? And againe, 
® The'Lord awaked, as one that had beene aſleepe. 
Thus at this very preſent doth God ſeeme to be 
alleepe, while & enemies of his Church daily 
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preuaile and get ground of her, and triumph o-' 


uer her. Hee ſeemeth, I ſay, to (leepe, and hee 
would by our out-cries be awaked. And ſure it 
isto be doubted that we haue nor yet cried long 
enough or loud enough, that he ſeemeth to ſleep 
ſtill, and doth not yet rouſe and raiſe vp himſelte 
\. for thedeliuerance of his diſtreſſed ones. 

Fiftly, Is this oft the eſtare of Gods children, 
that not in the ſight of others only, burto their 
owne ſenſe and feeling roo, God ſeemeth ro haue 
left them, and to haue caſtthem cleane off? And 
may it therefore, for ought we know, proue the 
eſtate of each of vs? For * nothing in this kinde 
befalleth one, but what may befall any : whoſe eſtate 
may not that be, that was * Dav1ps once? 
yearather that was Da v 1»ys eft? Theconfide- 
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ration hereof then ſhould ſiirre vs vp euery one 
to labour before hand to.get good aſſurance of 
Gods-fauour while weare free yet from ſuch af- 
flitions, from ſuch ſpiritualldeſertions. As'\Ye- 
nophon ſaith (and it wasa good ſpeechthough of 
a meere naturall man,) Thar ? z /tood rich men 
pon to make God their friend inproſperitie, that ſo 
they might be ſhure to finde a friend of himin aduer ſi- 
tie. So itſtandeth vs vponto ger good aſſurance 
of Gods tauour and loue towards vs, while we 
are free from affli&tions, that when they ſhall be- 
fall vs, wee may haue comfort of that aſſurance 
which formerly wee haue gotten. For itis with 
Gods children commonly in this calc, as itis 
with. one that hath receiued ſuch a blow or 
wound on the head, as that though it be not 
deadly. nor depriueth him wholly of life, yet ſo 
aſtoniſheth him for the time, that albeit he haue 
lifein him with 4 Extychas, yethe hath no ſenſe 

of it: oras with one in aſwoune,that diſcerneth 

not the light of the Sunne, though ic ſhine full 

vpon him, norcan ſee ought, or take notice of 
thoſe thar ſtand about him andrcake paines with 

him. Or as tis with t thoſe that haue beene ſea- 

ſick,& are giddy when they come firſt aſhore, al 

ſeemeth to turne round with them, and the earth 

it ſelfe to reele and roll vp and downe as the ſhip 
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did. And euen fo is it vſually with them at ſuch 
times, though rhey haue ſpirituall life of grace

though ir ſhine out brightly euen then full in 
their face, nor his prouident eye ouer them, and 
care of them, though euen then alſo it be wor- 
king about them for their benefit, as effeQtually 
as euer. * All ſeemeth to be ſhaken with them, 
euen Gods eternall loue it ſelfe roward them, 
though more firme than the pillers of heauen 
and earth ir ſelfe are. It is no time therefore then 
for a man to take triall of his owne eſtate, when 
his thoughts and afteftions are ſo diſturbed and 
diſtcated, as f Davip confefleth that it was 
with himatthis time. Bntit is a fit time for him 
to miake vſe then of his former triall. For that 
man that hath before-time taken ſound triall of 
himſelte, and vpon dueand diligent ſearch, hath 
found himſelfe ro be in theeſtace of grace, and 
conſequently in fauour with God z he may then 
yet take notice therefore , and reape comfort 
thereby, * not regarding what then for the pre- 
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ſent he feeleth, but remembring what vpon ſuch preſentiun, ſedre- 


enquirie hce hath formerly found ;z and aſſuring 
himſelfe, ſince that * the gifts and graces of God 
are without repentance; and that * once eletFed and 
euerbeloned ; for ? Whom God loueth once, be ls- 
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© Malach.z.6. meth for ener ; * he is #o chanoeeling in by lout ; that 
IN- the grace "gt 6. 64 is not vtter- 

- ly gone, though he cannot now diſcerne it ; nor 

gracethat he once was in with God is not vt- 

terly loſt, though it be ſo concealed, that for the

one that hath at leaſure times ca(t vp and ballan- 
ced his accounts, and broughrall to oneentire 
ſumme, is at any time readie, if on a ſudden hee 
be called to a reckoning, though hee haue nor 
time or leaſure then amids many diſtraftions o- 
therwiſe ro runne ouer his reckonings, or to calt 
vp the particulars, yet to tell how things ftand 
with him; * irrequireth no more bur the bare 
reading he need nor ſtand ro recount it, being ſure 
that it was well and truly caſt vp betore : So hee 
that hath betore-cime truly tried his owneellare, 
and made his reckonings vp concerning the ſame 
with God and his word, may thereby know 
then how it ſtandeth with him1n regard of God, 
by calling to minde only the ifſue of his former 
examinaton, when by reaſon of diiturbance and 
diſlration through the violence of temptation, 
he ſhall hauc lictle leaſure or libercie to take any 
exa@ triall or proofe of it at the preſcnr. 


Exceeding iniurious therefore are they herein 7, 


to themſelues, that deferre and pur oft the tr:all 
of theireſtare till ſuch times ; and by reaſon that 
then either their | ſacrifice aftordeth no goo4 
ſignes , or they light on an euill Interpreter, th2r 


turneth all to the worſt, by ſuch their delay thy . 


mille then of much comfort,that otherwiſe thy 
might haue had, it they bad taken triall of them- 
ſelucs and their eſtates in due time, but by means 


of their neglect thereof they are then depriued 
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of, when they haue moſt need of it. And ſurely 
did men know betore-hand what need they 
ſhould haue, and what want they may finde of 
comfortin ſuch caſes, and how vnfit and vnapt 
they are like then to tinde themſelues for ſuch 
imploy ments, they would be queſtionletſſe more 
carefull co (itt and examine themſelues before 
ſuch times of triall, and by good aſſurance of 
Gods grace and tauour gained before-hand, trea- 
ſure vp ſome ſtore of comfort that may then 
ſtand them in ſtead, when there ſhall be * »s 
Manna found abroad in the fields, nor ſuch [weet 
' dewes dropping downe vpon their drie and 
thirſtie ſoules, as there hath done formerly. Ir is 
awiſe and a prudent courſe, ® in Summer to lay 
Vp againſt Winter z, ® intime of peace to promae ſor 
warre; and * before ſtormes come, for men to 
turniſh themſelues wich ſuch neceſſaries as they 
may then ltand in need of. And it will be our 
belt wiſdome to ger and lay vp ſuch matter of 
comfort before-hand, that whenſoeuer ſuch 
times of trouble and triall (hall come, we may 
haue that at hand then,that may ſtand vs in ſtead, 
and not be driuen to ſecke tor it, when we ſhould 
make vſe of it, and (hall finde it hard to come 
by, it we were not furniſhed with it betore.

Sixtly, If God in ſuch our affl. Rions and de- 
ſertions doe not inſtantly anſwer vs, if hee ſend 
not comfort and deliuerance fo ſoone as we call 
for it ; if hee ſhall hide himſelfe trom vs, and 
ſeeme not willing to be found of vs ſo ſoone as 
euer we ſeeke him ; (that which we doe nor yet 
oft, when we ſeeme to doe) let vs take heed how 
we grow thereupon imparient. Let vs remember 
that God heareth ws, even when ? he ſeeructh tobe 
deafe towards ws; 4 Hee heareth vs toour profit, 
though not to onr pleaſure ; and to ovy behoofe, 
though ot according to our deſire: © He is preſent 
with vs, enen when he delayeth 1s ; yea hee u pre- 
ſent with vs, in that he doth delay ws ; and that is 
better then preſent with ws, that for the preſent is 


denied vs. © 1t is apoint of mercy in bim, that he is ,, 


ot ſo forward to ſhew mercy. There is no cauſe 
heretore for vs to be impatient, ſince that * all 
s for our good; yea Patienceir ſelte is good for vs; 
which hereby God doth not * ric only and ex- 
riſe, but * worke ins, and enure vs vnto. And 
' it x good for vs to learne quietly to beare Gods 
oake, to (it downe by it, yea to lie downe vnder

a Patience, I ſay, is for our good : But ® by im- 
atiencie there is no good tobe gotten. It will be but

And it is one of the {lights that euen to this day 
he vſcth oft with Gods feruants, thereby in rime 
of affliction to withdraw them from relying on 
God, who ſeemeth notto looke afrer them, as it 
they were ſure to periſh, it they (hifted nor fot 
themſelues, bur truitted ſtill co him, that had no 
care at all of them. And howlocuer by this en- 
vine he preuailed not with our Sautour, yer by it 
with many other,too many,too oft he preuailes, 
and maketh them commirmuch tolly.For while

;, When our hearts are {o linked to him, that we 
vill nor (tir aninch from him, though he ſeeme 
0 carrie himlſclte neuer [o harthly cowards vs. 
Laſtly, 
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Laſtly, Would we haue God in theſe caſes to 
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ber him z yealet vs then learne to remember our 
ſelues, Let vs take heed how we forget him, if 
we would not have him to forget vs : for 4 our 
forgettulnetle of him, and ourdutieto him, is 
for the moſt part the cauſe that moueth him to 
torget vs. As indeed t what can be more 1ult,or 
what more equall, than for God to torget vs, 
when we forget him, and to neglett vs, when we 
regard not him ; toretuſe to heate vs, when wee 
retule to heare him ? Or how can wee with any 
colour complaine of the one, when we are guil- 
tie of the other ? Yea when God ſeemeth ro 
haue forgotten vs, if we would haue him againe 
remember vs, © Let notws then be backward 
to remember our ſelues: Bur let vs apply our 
ſelves to make a right vie of the crolle ; helpe to 
further the eftect ot ir, doe not croſle or hinder 
the worke of it, The more ſpecdie ſuccefle Gods 
hand hath with vs, the ſooner it 1s like to be re- 
moued away from vs. f Davips ſtrugling 
with it, and hanging backe, and refuſing to yeeld 
to that that God thereby required of him, was a 
meane to continue it the longer vpon him, and 
to put him to the more paine. And this vndoub-

phet Micah, crieth onto the Citie, God by his 
indgements preacheth not werball , but reall 
Sermons vnto vs. * Hee preacheth ewen with- 
out preaching, as Baſil ſpeaketh. As he is ſaid 
140 hold his peace, though hee doe ſpeake, 
when he doth not puniſh ;, lo is he ſaid ts preach, 
though he ſpeake not, when he doth paniſh.” His 
very Iudgements are reall Sermons of reformation 
and repentance. They haue 4 voice, ſaith the Pro- 
phet : But euery one vnderſtandeth not this 
voice: * They peake ina ſtrange languageto many, 
to the moſtzas ® Paws companions,when Chrii? 
ſpake to him, they heare 4 noiſe and no more. 
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P Tie foolifo,taich the Plalmilt gonuceine it not,and 
the orutsjy underitand it not. But 1 a man of wiſ: 
aonac,tue wiſe ran, lath'the Propher, knoweth 
whatit meancth. Andas the Plalmitt ſpeaketh 
of Gods worxcs of mercie; * W 29 {0 ts Wiſelo 
ob{cr-: T3. eſe thin? IS ſach ſhal UM : le g ii und the loam: s 
thad ineſſeof the Lord : SO of his works s Of Judge- 
ment lai th lexemie, * 0 [o is u/e to onacr /t and 
theſe things, to him the Mouth of God /j eaketh, and 
he is able to declare. what this Yoice of God faith 
Ang of both ot them the Prophet Hoſhe, © Whe 
ſe is wiſe, will onderſtand theſe things : and whe 
ſo ts of underilanding , will know that the Loyd: 
Wates are " ſtrait and tuen, apd the tut ſhall 
walke in thew, bas (he-widked ſhall fall in them. To 
vie Chryſo;tames comparilon, yea and Augu/tines 
to0 3 * Lay youa booke open before a childe, 
or one tatannat reade,he may gaze & ſtare on 
it,but he gah make no:vſeof jitbecaule he vnder- 
ſtandeth nothing at all in'tc.

But what is it that the wi/e man is by them ad- 
moniſhed ? Surely, * to liſten to the Rod , ſaith 
Micah; and * who, or what it ts that hath precured 
it : toenquire, ſaith /ceremie, what is the cauſe, 
© whythe Land is /þoiled, and lieth burnt wp like 4 
wilde wilderneſſe.that no man paſ/eth thoroly ; that 
is, to ſearch out the cauſe ot the preſent crofle. 
To which purpoſe allo Gods people in the time ; 
of their captiuitie, * Zert ws ſearch, lay they,anad 
ſift out our werkes and our wates. T hey had before 
entered into ſome diſcourle and diſpute with 
themſelues, what might be the cane of that their 
calamitie, And firſt they lay downe this for an 
vndoubred and vndeniable polttion, That® there 
is no ewill that befalleth any, either perſon or 
people, but the Lord hath his band init. ® Dare a- 


ny man, lay they, [ay,that 8 ought commeth to paſſe,

Man ſuffereth for his ſine.” * We 
haue ſinned and rebelled againſt him: and hee hath 
not ſhared vs. * God is good of himfelfe ; hee hath 
his harſhneſſe from vs ; it is our corruption that 
requireth it, ? A d:ſordered patient meketh a cruel 
Phyſitian, By our diſordered courſes, 4 wee en- 


force him to anger, in whom auger & not ; and euen 


wrelſt and wring that from him, that in ſome ſort 
isnotin him. © Therefore, ſaith hee, haue I ſmit- 
ten thee with the wounas of an exemie, for the maul- 
titude of thine iniquities, and becauſe thy tranſereſ 
ſons are grienous. Whar thele linnes of theirs 
therefore were, doe they delire and purpoſe to 
make * Search, thatio comming to vnderſtand 
the rruecaule of their calamicie,they may ſet vp- 
on ſome courle for meanes of recouery. Andin 
like manner ought we to doe vpon the like occa- 
ſions, ſay as 195 doth ; © Shew me, O Lord, or 
make knowne to me,wherefore toy contende(t with 
me: do2as Davip did, when in J/rael they 
had had a long time of dearth 3 * He went ts aske 
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of God for what cauſe it might be : make a ſearch 
into, take ſurueigh of our hearts and our lives; la- 
bour , as Salomon ſpeaketh » * to fixdeout ih: 
plague, the caule of 1t at leaſt, i our bearts,and in 
our courles, 

And for our better furtherance herein we may 
conlider, 

1. What finnes eſpecially God hath in his 
Word threatned ſuch 1udgements againſt, as are 
preſent on vs, orany partof his Church. Forit 
ſuch f{innes bee now found rife or reigning a- 
mong vs, there is juſt cauſe to ſuſpe&rthat * God 
by ſuch Iudgements doth make good his Word; * ſea- 
leth wp the Truth of it ; and thereby (heweth, that 
© His menaces are not vaine, or wneffectuall ; that 
© his Prophets words, as the prophane people 
ſometime ſpake, are not © windie. 

2. What finzes God hath formerly inflited 
the like plagues for on others: which it theſe times 
be found to imitate thoſe in, it may well bee dee- 
med, that * God in Juſtice, as hee findeth ws like 
them in practiſe, (ohe maketh vs like them in puniſh- 
ment ; as he findeth the like ſinnes among vs, fo 
he powreth the like plagues vpon vs; as hee fin- 
deth vs licke of the fame ſores, ſo hee plieth vs 
with the ſame plaiſters. 

2. How we haue abuled thoſe things, or our 
ſelues in thoſe things, wherein or whereby God 
duth puniſh vs. For there is oft a» Analovie and 
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1 Proportion betweene mens prattiſes and Gods pu- 
m{bments, betweenetheir tranſgreſſions and his 
ludgements.

And the vſeof this point (to omit all others) 
may be two-fold vnto vs; 
Tocommend vnto vs Gods patience:

Firlt, to commend vnto vs Gods patience, yea

To fay nothing of ought ar 
home, decay of trade, likelihood of dearth, and 
thelike : Caſt we our eyes abroad into foraine 
parts almoſt on euery ſide of vs, and ſce if the 
fire of Gods wrath be not gone out alreadie,and 
hath taken hold of our neighbours houſes, yea 
and burnt diuers, and not a few of them,downe 
rotheground: And * it concerneth vs, as wee 
ſay, not them alone , to looketoit, when our 
neighbours houſes are on fire. Thele are real 
warnings, ad very ſenſible ones, if wee be not 
ſtupid and ſenſeleſle. 

Doth God then giue warning? Let vs take it 
when he giueth it. * Therefore 1 will doe * this 
wnto thee, ſaith the Lord by Amos.

And ſo wecame to coniider the fruit of this 
warning in regard of N 0 a; what effeet it had 
with him, 

This. diuine warxinz therefore wrought in 
N o 4, Faith, Feare, and Care; or Gods warning 
wrought Faith, Faith Feare, Feare Care. 

Gods warning, I ſay, wronght Faithin No \; 
(by Faith, ſaith che Apoſtle, N o a fore-warned 
of God, &c.) not the habize of Faith, which hee 
had before, but a renewed at# of it. N o « be- 
lecued this, when no body but himſelfe would 
beleeue it; yea when be was counted, no doubr, 
generally a doating toole for his labour, 

And this his Faithis commended by a circum- 
ſtance ofthe warning giuen, or the thing fore- 
warned. Of things as yet vnſeene. All warnings 
are generally ofthings not ſeene. For what need 
any be warned ofthat that themfelues ſee ? But 
this was of a thing an hundred and twenty yeeres 
off z; ſuch as there was no {igne or ſhew at 
all to be ſeene of, ſuch as no print or footſtep 
of was at all yet; ſuch as neither by outward 
ſenſe, nor natura!l reaſon could be apprehen- 
ded or conieftured; a thing moſt vnlikely, 
Impro- 
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improbable, incredible, yea * in nature im- 
poſhble. 

Where obſerue wee the nature aud propertie of 
true Faith to apprehend thinzs*onſeenc, to veleeue_s 
won Gods bare word, things not wnlikely oyly and 
improbable, but cuen incredible, yea and in ſome 
ſort alſo impoſiuble.

Yeathis generall ſecuritie and want of feare, 
ſheweth that euen the greateſt part of thoſe thar 
profeſſe themſclues Chri#ians,haue not ſo much 
Faith as many damned ones, * Ahab, © Indas 
and others, haue had ; nay, not ſo much Fatth as 
the Demis themſelues haue; For * the Dexils, 
ſaith Saint Zames, beleewe and tremble : which they 
would alſo doe, it they beleeued but as they d1d. 
If they had no more but euen the HiZorical faith, 
it could not bur worke in them the /erwile Feaxe, 
And how can they looke to ſcape hell,that come 
thort herein of thoſe that be already in hell: char 
are worle in this regard than Ahab, though an 
hypocrite, though a reprobate, worle than 1#das 
himſelfe, though 8 4 Dewill incarnate; yea worſe 
herein than thoſe damned Spirits, than the De.

you ; if you be not, 1 am ſoric for you : 
more ſory for you, the._leſſe ſory you are your ſelfe. 
And indeed, ® Hee is moit tobebewailed, (aith 
Grezory, that bewaileth himſelf leall. ? Inthe na- 
tural Body the paine of one limbe cauleth paine to 
all his fellow limbes : but in the ſbirituall Bodie 
po1icique, not 19epaiye only of 4 limbe, but 3 the 
Want of pame in 4 limve, is a meanes of naine to 
the tellow-members. So tor matter of ſeare; 
* Feare, laith hee, « fallen vpow me? , for th? 
wicked, becauſe the) forſake thy Law. And, 
when © Thos takeit away the wicked of tme earth 
kike drofſe : My fleſh * tremoleth for feare of thee, 
and 1 am afraid of thy Indoements. Daviv ſee: 
reth for them, when chey t teare not themſelues 
their very ſecuritie maketh him tearetull 

But what might be the cauſe hereot? may 
ſome ſay. The * Heathen man himlelte poin- 
ted 
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ted ::icof 014, Thereare, faith he, two kindes 
* of Baſtardly Fortitude, of Counterfeit Conraze, 
and thoſe ariſing from two contrary cauſes ; the 
one ? from Skill and Kwowledge,the other * from 
Jenorance. The formeris, when men {eeme for- 
ward, where others apprehend danger and are 
tearefull, becauſe they know there i no ſuch 
dangerin the matter as others deeme, or it there 
be any, they can tell how by ſome {leight to a- 
uoid it, The latter is, when menare forward and 
foole-hardie,and free from all feare, becauſe they 
are not apprehenſive of the danger that-they 
are in : * like men drunke, that dread nought, 
becauſe they want wit todiſcerne ought, or like 
* children, that feare not the fire or the candle- 
flame, till they haue beene ſenged with ir, and 
feele the ſmart of it; or like the ſauage * Ame- 
ricans, that would preſſe vpon the mouth of 
the Musket, becauſe they knew not the vie and 
the force of it, Of this latter is the ſecuritie and 
the hardineſle of the worldly wicked in theſe ca- 
ſes. Itis with them, as with © childrenin a ſiege z 
T heir parents feare for them, when they feare 
nothing themſclues z yea the parents feare for 
them more than for themſelues : they could 
ſhift we'l enough, it may bee, for them- 
ſelucs, but they know not how to ſaue them, 
or how to eſcape with them, which without 
them, it may be, they might. The ſucking childe 
lieth in the cradle, not once dreaming of any 
danger; and he parents feare and care is all 


for It, 
Thirdly, 
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Thirdly, hereby may we examine our Faith, 
whether ir be ſound and lincere or no, 

Firſt, If it worke vpon the aftedtions. If it 
worke in vs, loue or hatred, ioy or griete, hope 
or feare,according to the nature of the obieR,the 
qualirie of the thing apprehended. For that farch 
or knowledze that {wimmeth only in the braine, 
but linketh not downe into the heart, that con(t- 
ſterh only in ſpeculation,and proceederh no fur- 
ther, doth notar all pierce into, or worke vpon 
the affe&tions, it is no ſound knowledge, no true 
farth; iris but as the glittring of 4 glow-worme, 
alight without heat. 

Why, faith Bernard, doth Salomon (ay, T hat 

4 the feare of God 1s the beginning of wiſdome ; 

when as Knowle4ge and Faith goe both before 
Feare ? Becaule, laith he, there is * no true wil- 

dome incither, vnleſſe they doe worke in a man 

this Feare, * The Swnne, (auth hee, affordeth light 

to many, whom it imparteth no heat to. And it is 

not the light of it, but the hear,thar quickeneth, 
and maketh fertile and truittull. t 7s is oxe thing 
to know wherein wealth confiiteth,ana another thing 

to haue it ; andit is not the knowing of it, but the ha- 

wins of it that maketh a manrich and wealthy : $0 

it is one-thing to know God,and another thing to feare 

Gold ; and it ts not the knowledge of him, bnt the 
feare of him ;, and the knowledge of him lo tarre 
forth, as ir bringerh vs to the feare of him, as a 
mans $kill ſo tarre forth as it is a meanes to bring 

wealth to him, that maketh a man wiſe and happie. 

And that knowledge or taith theretore , that 
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worketh not inthis manner vpon the affeRions, 
is-but * a lineleſſe ſhadow, a dead counterfeit of 
Faith. 

Secondly, if it make vs ſtand in awe of God 
and his Iudgements;which he infliteth oft vpon 
others, euen to keepe vs in awe. So 5 when God 


 ſownieY22ain Davipvs ſight, Daviop (itis 


ſaid) feared God exceedingly that day. He feared 
him before, but exceedingly then : that rouſed 
vp,renewed,and made his feare more freſh. And 
b when Ananiasand Sapphira were ſo ſuddenly 
{laine, feare came wpon the whole Church,and wpon 
all thoſe , not that ſaw it onely, but at heard 
of it. 

This 15 the nature of true Faith, to worke in 
mens hearts, not a preſumptuous ſecuritie,and a 
repardleſnefſe of God, but an awfull feare, a re- 
uerent dread, a trembling at his Maieſtie, when 
he giueth but warning of ludgements ro come z 
and much morethen * when bis Indoements are 
already abroad in the world. * My fleſh trembleth, 
faith Dav1p, for feare of thee, and I am (euen 
heartily) afraid of thy Indgements, And ſurely if 
it be the property of the childe of God | to tremble 
at bis word : ® Jofias heart melted againe for 
teare at the hearing of the Law : how much more 
at his worke, at his rod, at his ſcourge, at the 
ſhaking of his ſword ? What awetull childe 
will not tremble to ſee his father take the rod in 
hand, and it be but to corre&t ſome ſeruant 
therewith ? much more if it be to ſcourge one 
of his brethren. To feare any euill is natural : 
to 


5 
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to be afraid of Gods anger is a worke euen of 


grace too. And * Nothing more fearefull, (ith 
NaF ian; en, than not to feare it. 


Neither let any here obie&t vnto me that of 


the Pſalmiſt, ® He ſhall not be afraid of any euill 
tidings : for his heart ts fixed, and beleeneth in the 
Lord. 

For the very firſt words of that ſelfe-Game 
Pſalme are, ® Bleſſed s the man that feareth God. 
So that He that is not afraid lo, yet doth feare. 
Some © feare argueth a want of faith: and a 
want of faith appeareth by the want of ſome 
feare. 

T here is great difference betweene a di/?ru;7- 

fall feareand an awefull dread, ? Faith quelleth 
and killeth, and expelleth the one: it breedeth, 
feedeth, foltereth, and cheriſheth the other, 

And we (hall doe well to obſerue how the 
Holy Ghoſt therefore oft ioyneth theſe two ro- 
gether : 1 The eye of the Lord is wpon them thas 

feare him, and that hope or truſt (tor hope and trus? 
are in effe& here, as oft; elſe-where,the ſame) in 
his mercy. And againe, * The Lords delight is in 
them that feare him, and that hope or truit in his 
mercy. 

In which places, as it is well obſerued by 4u- 
2uſtine, that the Pſalmiſt © hauing ſaid, chat feare 
him, he addeth withall, and chat truit or hope in 
him ; to exclude the former feare. For, ſaith he, 
* Mem feare a theefe, or a wilde beaſt, in one man- 
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ner ; and children feare their parents tn anather 
manner. Men fteare the one, fo as they flie from 
them ; good children the other, ſo as they ſecke 
to them. And in the latter manner, not in the 
former, ought men to feare Gad. \Vicked men 
* Merk.1.:4 and damned ſpirits feare him fo, as * they flic 
from him:Gods children ſa teare him,as that yer 
« WMachetas quid they ſue and ſeeke to him : If they ſeemero flic 
Macedo. Viat. 1 trom him, it 1s but to fie to him; they flie bur 
erp lb fre. from bis Lultice to his Mercie: as he that appea- 
re? ad ipſum fuze. led ſometime * from Philip to Philip, from Philip 
oy pres fleepins to Philip awaked : So doe * they flie from 
4 "bid. > _ God toGed, trom Godin iuſtice anzrie with them, 
30. & in 1.1016. tothe lame Godin mercie pacihtied- and appeaſed

Sort 1. The firſt fort is of thoſe that *® weither hope 
* Neque tumenl, wor feare; neither hope for Gods mercy, nor 
— Gods wrath; it is all one to them, whether 
God beangrie or not angrie, whether he be plea- 
fed or diſpleaſed with them. 

St 2. The ſecond (ort is of thoſe that® feare,but hope 
d Timent, ſod n## wot ; they teare Gods wrath, but they bope not in 
_ _—_ his mercie: they haue both their eyes fixed on the 


kzens eff: qw t- wrathand iuftice of God, neither eye on his mer- 


met, © 19% ipr@, cie or goodneſle, and ſo come to be ſwallowed 
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The third ſort is of thoſe © that hype, but feare 
zot ; they hope in his mercte, but they feare not 
his wrath ; they haue both eyes fixed on Gods 
mercie, neither of them on his wrath; and © fo 
preluming on his mercie, but haying no regard 
to his wrath, they take libertie rothemleluesto 
lie and hue in linne, without any remorſe of con- 
ſcience or repentance for the ſame. But they 
hope in vaine, their taichis no faith, buta fancie, 
a preſuming without promiſe, hauing no warrant 
from Gods word. A taith not in God, bur in ſuch 
© an 1doll as they haue framed ro themſclues, 
moulded out of their owne fancie, and /et 1 
Goas ſtead, a God made all of mercie, having no 
angerat all; a farre other manner of God, than 
Gods word hath deſcribed ro vs, or rather than 
the true God * hath deſcribed himſelte to vs in 
his word. And if their Faith be ſo bad, rheir 
Hope can be no better ; that being of neceſftie 
the foundation of this. 

The fourth fort is of thoſe that both 5 hope 
and feare : So hope in Gods mercie, as that they 
ſtand in awe yet of his wrath: as they caſt the one 
eye on the one, ſothey hixe the other eye vpon 
the other. And theſe are thoſe that hope well and 
prohrably, that :7#/? to good purpole in Gods 
mercie. 

T he firſt of them neither hope nor feare ; the (e- 
cond feare, but hop: xot z the third hope, bur feare 
not; the fourth hope and feare. 

The firſt regard neither Gods wrath nor his mer- 
cie ; the ſecond regard bis wrath, and not his mer- 
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cie; thethird regard his mercy,and wot his wrath; 
the fourth regard both his mercy, and his wrath. 
Yea their very faith that repoſeth it ſelfe on his 
mercie,maketh them regardful alſo of his wrath. 
And hereby therefore may wee trie our faith, 
whether it be ſound and lincere or no, if it make 
vs ſtand in awe of him whom wee ſeeme to be- 
leeue and to truſt in, eſpecially then, when either 
he executeth, or * giuerh warning of Iudgement. 
W hich if it doe nor, it is not true Faith, nor ſuch 
Faith as N o 4. here had. They are * no Chil- 
dren of God,no other than Children of wrath, ſaith 
Berzard, that feare not Gods wrath, that ſtand not 
in awe of his Judgements. 

Yea laſtly, Let this admonilh vs, to labour to 
haue this Feare wrought in vs: whereby we may 
feare with N o 4, and other of the faichtull,when 
Got! giueth warning of his Indgements, that we 
may not feele them when they come: | Whey / 
heardit,laich Habbakuk,my belly ſhooke, and my lips 
quaked ; rottenneſſe ſeaſed pon my bones , and ! 
trembled at my ery heart ; that 1 might reſt in the 
day of trouble, * The fearing of them now,isthe 
onely meanes to preuent the feeling of them 
then. Andthe more now we feare them, the leſle 
{hall we need then to feare them. He that feareth 
Gods word, ſhall not feele his Rod, Hethat teareta 
before it come, ſhall the lefle need to feare when 
ir commeth. Feare * wee muſt therefore , faith

Gregory well, that we may not  feare : feare when we 
heare it, that we may not feare when we ſee it:Feare 
with an awetull and childe-like feare now, thar 


wee may not feare with a diſtruſtfull and ſeruile 


feare then. For ® thoſe that feare moſt now 
{hall haue leaft cauſe ro feare then, becauſe they 
ſhall then be fate ; and *® thoſe that feare lealt 
now, (hall feare moſt then ; as * thoſe become 
moſt tearefull, chat out of ignorance were molt 


forward, when they come to ſee and know the , 
danger that they are in, which they apprehended 1, 


not before. 

N o a feared the Floud before ir came; and 
when it came, was in the Arke late and ſecure, 
free from feare of any danger to him or his by ir. 
The wicked World feared it not, becauſe they 
beleeued it nor, till chey ſaw it, and then were 
their hearts drowned and ouerwhelmed with 
feare and deſpaire, * before their bodies were 
ouerwhelmed and deſtroyed with the Floud. 

But, feare God ! may ſome ſay. Why ? who 
doth not feare him? We might rather ſay with 
the Pſalmiit, ? ho is be that doth feare him? Im- 
plying the number of thoſe to be very {mall that 
indeed lincerely ſo doe. 

But ſince that the feare of GoJ ſeemeth ſo 
common, and euery one will lay claime to it, 
come we againetothe triall, Wherein appeared 
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Noaxs Feare, but in his carefull cbedience,in 
his diligent endeuour to preuentthe peril,though 
not yet approaching, not yet apparent ? Mozed 
with feare, (ith the Apoſtle, he prepared the Arke 
for the ſauinz of him and hu. 

In which A of his obſerue we,both hx 0be- 
dience to Gods will and word, and bs Care to 
preuent the perill. 

Firſt his Obedrence to Gods will and word. 
God biddeth N o 4 goeand make ſuch a Vellel 
to ſaue him and his trom a Floud, that ſhould 
drowne vp the whole \World. Alas, it he ſhould 
doe it, euery one would but 4 laugh at him. for 
his labour : as no doubt of it full many did. They 
would thinke him no wiſer than * the Prior of 
Saint Bartholomewes here among vs, who vpon 
a vaine prediction of an idle and addle-headed 
Aſtrologer,went and built him an houſe at Harow 
on the Hill, to (ecure himſclte from a ſuppoſed 
Floud, that that A#rologer had foretold. As 
Lots (onnes in law, when their wiues Father told 
them of a ſhowre of fire and brimſtone that 
{hould come and deſtroy all Sodome, * they 
thought thateither he mocked bur an4l dalicd ; 
orelle that he doared and was ſtrangely deluded. 
So faith Bajil of No a, when herold the World 
of 4 Floyd that (ſhould ſwallow vp the whole 
World, and fer himſelfe thereupon abour the 
building of an Arke, of ſuch ſtrange forme and 
buike, a worke of {0 great toile and charge, to 
ſauce himſc|feand his houſhold in,* they thought 
the poore old mandoared, he had dreamed, not, 

as 
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as we ſay, of 4 drie Summer, but of a wet Winter, 
he was drowned in a deepe melancholy , and 
would be ſouſed and drowned in his own {eat 
with moiling and toiling about ſuch a building, 
before they ſhould bee ouer-flowen with, or 
drowned in any deluge. Butall this N o a con- 
temned, and notwithftanding all this, hee went 
not about only, but through witch that chat God 
had enioyned. 

From which Cariage of Noa we may learne 
this inſtrution, that 

True Faith and Feare will make 4 man contemne 
worlaly mens ſcoffes ; and notwithftanding them, 
doe any thing that God ſhall enioyne. 

We might for the further proofe of this point, 
muſter vp a multitude of Examples : * Abra- 
hams leauing his owne Countrey and Kindred, to 
wander vp and downe hee knew not whither 
himſelfe, in hope of an inheritance that * he ne- 
uer had as longas he lived: and ? the cauling 
of himſelfe to be Circumciſed, when hee was al- 
moſt an hundred yeere old, together with his 
young ſonne, and the reſt of his tamily, a thing 
that was neuer heard of before,and ſuch as would 
of any naturall conceit be deemed not” * ridicu- 
lous only, but moſt vndecent : King * Daviops 


him : The Prophet * E/ates going naked(though 
not ſo nak:d as many imagine,) © without his 
vpper garment, his propheticall habit,and with- 
out ſhooes on bis feet : * leremies breaking of a 
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his * wearing of 4 woodden yoake, and going vp 
and downe with it about his neck: And * his ma- 
king of yoakes and feiters, and (ending them with 
ſuch ſtrange meſſages to foraine Princes , and 
thoſe Infigels, by the hands of their owne Em- 
baſladours : 8 Ezekiels laying ſiege to 4 model! of 
the Citie, pon 4 tyle or a table, and makin batterie 
a2ainſt it, and placing an tron pan betweene him and 
it: ® His lying and ſleeping pou hu left ſide alone, 
for a long time together : * His making and eating 
bread of corne and pulſe of all ſorts mingled roge- 
ther, (meat fitter for beaſts, than for any man ro 
feed on,) and * baking it with cow-fherds in the 
open and publike view of his people z cuen of 
thoſe thar delired nothing more than matter to 
laugh and leereat him: * The cutting of his hatre, 
dituding it by weight burning in the fire a third part, 
ſmitic with a knife another third, and ſcattering 
another third abroad into the winde ; then taking 4 
few of them and binding them vp, and yet of them 
azaine, pulling ſome out againe and throwing them 
into the fire: ® The carrying ont of his houſhold- 
ſtuffe on his (boulders, thorow a hole digged in the 
wall, by day-light, and remouing it himſelfe from. 
place toplace,while a multitude of all ſorts ſhould 
ſtand by and looke on. And, to palle by all o- 
thers, Hoſheas * marrying firſt of alight houſwife, 
a common harlot; andafter * one that nad beene 
falſe to her former hushand ; ? impoſing ſtranoe 
names on the children that hee had by them: 
theſe, I ſay, and many other belide theſe might 
be alledged: but I haſten; and this of No 4 _ 
we 
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well counteruaile them all ; a worke of ſo great 
difhculcie, that would take vp ſo much time, be 
{o long adoing, require ſo much trauaile, and (0 
infinite expence, and all done for the preuenting 
of ſo vnlikely a danger : Many,no doubt, would 
flocke about himour ofall quarters to ſee it : ma- 
ny would be continually gazing vpon him,when 
he ſhould be at worke about it: many a broad 
teſt, many a bitter ſcofte would be broken vpon 
bim. No man would be thought euer to haue ta- 
ken more paines to begger himſelte, or to haue 
beene at more coſt, out of a vaine feare of miſe- 
rie, to make himſelfe miſerable. But all cheſe dif 
ficulcies, and all the diſgrace it might bring with 
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And no maruaile. 1 John 4.4. &

Againe, where there is a feare of euill, 
there 1s a defire allo to eſcape euill ;z ( for 
? euery thing naturally affefteth it owne good) 
anda deſire proportionable to the feare : and 
where a deſire to eſcapecuill, an endeuour to 
vie all meanes of eſcape: and * an exdenour 
likewiſe proportionable to that deſire. Where 
there is a (trong perſwalion then, and appre- 
hen(ion of ſome great euill impendenr, there 
cannot but bea great meaſure of feare : and 
where ſo great feare, no lefle vehement a 
defire of eſcape; and where (ſuch vehement 
deſire, * a moſt earneſt and careſull endeuour 
of preuenting, it by any meanes ic may be, 
that euill, 

Adde wee hereunto that Faith, as it ma- 
keth things abſent preſent, and things farre 
off as at hand; and ſo maketh men to be 
afteted with euils, as are by God, or from 
God, reuealed to them, though .yet abſent, 
or farre oft, yer as if they were preſent, 
and at.hand : So it maketh them as care- 
full inſtantly, without longer delay, to be- 
take

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take them to ſach courſes, as for the preuen- 
ting and auoiding of thoſeeuils are deemed re- 
quilite, which to the eye of their faith areas im- 
minent,oras preſent. 

And laftly, That no afteRion is more * vi- 
gilant, more violent, more forcible than feaxre, 
either to curbe and reſtraine men of what 0- 
therwiſe they would, or to vrge and conltraine 
them to what otherwiſe they are vnwilling 
vnto.

And N o a is utri- 
ken with feare,& preparerh preſently to preuent 
it.God giueth vs warning not by word only,but 
by deed, by euident arguments of his wrach al- 
readie broke forth, and burning vp our brethren 
almoſt oneuery ſide of vs. And yet ? who layerh 
it to heart, or prepareth to preuent the euill chat 
ſoeuidently appeareth co approach? 

Now what is the reaſon of ſuch difference 
both inthe one kinde and in the ocher? (No a 
ſo carefull, and we fo careleile :) but that he be- 
leeued and feared ; and we doe not? What elſe 
was it, that made Zors Sonnes in law ftay ſtill in 
Sodome, though they were told what would be- 
come of it ? What elſe, that made ſome of 
thoſe «Egyptians (o careleſle, as to leaue men 
and beaſts abroad, when Moſes had ginen war- 
ning of the ftorme that ſhould come? But that 
1 the one belecued not Lots word; * the 0- 
ther feared not the Lords word : the one belee- 
ved not, and therefore feared not; and the 0- 
ther 
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ther feared not, becauſe they beleeued not? nei- 
ther of both cared, becauſe neither of both fea- 


red. And what elle is it that maketh men ftay 
ſtill intheir linne, and make no prouiſton to pre- 
uent Gods wrath, both revealed in his word, 
« and manifelted in his worke; but that they be- 
leeue not the one, they dread not the other ? 
And this may conuince multitudes, euen of 
profeſled Chriſtians, to haue neither Faith nor
